33 per cent -would die at 75 
years or younger leaving no estate.

As soon as possible, the- plan will 


be submitted to Mrs. Harding for her 
approval or rejection. 


The Indian mound lies Just east of 


the cemetery where the. president's body 
will be entombed Friday, and le a 
beautiful grassy hill some 75 feet high- 
er than the surrounding country. 
It 


Is i-tuddcd with many forest trees and 
is one of the most beautiful spots near 
Marlon. 


Cemetery authorities let It become 


known Thursday that for more than a 
year E. K. Uhler, a very Intimate 
friend o[ Mr. ^Hording, had reserved 
an acre of ground in one of the- most 
beautiful spots in the Marion ceme- 
tery as a possible burial place for Mr. 
Harding. In reserving the. space Mr. 
Uhler told cemetery 
officials 
that 


"(.-rno dny we may have to bury a 
president or former president of the 
United States here." The site of this 
acre plot is near where President 
Harding's mother Is buried. 


Three flays before Mr. Harding was 


inaugurated, he was made a member 
of the Marlon Commandery Knichts 
Templars at a special conclave. Alter 
be.ng knighted.

There is more certainty as to the policy 


tvhich President CaMn M. Coolidge -will 
. pursue than there was regarding Theodore 
Roosevelt when President McKinley was 
assassinated. Roosevelt was suspected by 
the commercial interests of being a spec- 
tacular self-willed revolutionary, and he 
quickly gave assurance of prudence by an 
announcement that he would carry out the 


' ilcKinley program. 


It was unnecessary for President Coo- 


lidge to state what his policy would be, 
or that he would support the Harding poli- 
cy. Announcement which the new chief 
executive made after taking the oath of 
office was a confirmation of prevailing 
public opinion. 


Mr. Coolidge is a habitual thinker, who 


reaches his own conclusions, and he has 
firmest opinions and a manner of acting 
on them abruptly and resolutely, as if by 
impulse. His temperament is not in- 
clined to compromising or temporizing. 
He is deeply religious "at heart, and in 
principle and deed he is almost austere. 
Bight is right; duty is duty: loyalty is 
' loyalty. 


Mr. Coolidge is sympathetic to human 


beings, and he believes deeply in personal 
' liberty and personal service, in fulness of 
opportunity and in morals, rather than 
laws. He holds that every person is an 
individualist. 


Such a man is not. of course, an un- 


1 known quantity. Such a man is a man of 
conviction. The world has two impres- 


i sions of such a man—that he is conserv- 
' ative and regular, and that he is erratic 
I and inflexible. 
The world thinks that 


! such a man is a man of contradictions, 
i and is too positive. 


'. 
The new president is a citizen of old- 


fashioned integrity and old-fashioned pa- 


1 triotism. and it may be expected that he 


i vn.ll presf on the government the highest 
' American ideals. He is discreet, and, 
therefore, he will say and do what he 
thinks, whenever word and action will 
lead to good results. 
' 
The vice president who was seldom 


heard of and chose to remain incon- 
spicuous, will, -we believe, be an aggres- 
sive figure in the ~ft~hite house. He will 
not care who agrees or disagrees with 
him. 
"Whatever he decides is right he 


will champion. To understand the new 
president and to appraise his capacity, we 
must take both his environment and ex- 
perience into consideration. 


but 
in everything else. 
"Wore there 


"more charity between man and man" 
there would' b<? more charity between col- 
lective bodies of all Kinds. 


"\Vhenever there is conflict, or misun- 


derstanding:, or hate, or suspicion, it is a 
sign that there is dearth of charity. And 
lack of charity is a sign of selfishness. 
Conservative newspapers of a few of the 
large cities have criticized former Presi- 
dent AVilson severely for saying, in his 
article in the Atlantic Monthly, that the 
way from revolution is on the lines of 
Christian principle. They parallel his state- 
ments with those of Magnus Johnson 
that the same general type of revolution 
which happened in Tlussia could happen 
in the United States. 


These papers have failed to catch Mr. 


TTilson's point, notwithstanding Mr. John- 
son graphically illustrates it. In order to 
avert an economical or political revolu- 
tion it is necessary to recognize the most 
obvious fact that there" are many and di- 
ver .abuses of powers, and that doubt 
and discontent are the consequences of 
these abuses. Mr. Johnson's election as 
Senator of Minnesota is a reaction against 
-abuses. 


Conservatives must realize, as Mr. "Wil- 


son does, that there are abuses. It is 
more foolish to hide these abuses behind 
the flag and constitution than to cry 
revolution. 
The revolutionary tendency 


can be slopped by practical and genuine 
reform.

Prof. Henry C. Sherman of Columbia finds that 


the ordinary mixed diet of Americans and Euro- 
peons, at least among the dwellers In cities and 
towns, is probably more often deficient in calcium 
(lime) than in any other chemical element. 


When the diet is deficient in lime the growth and 


development of the bones and-teeth of the young are 
retarded or prevented:* and the lime ot- the teeth 
and bones of adults Is dissolved out to supply the 
body's demand for the element. The bones and 
teeth contain more than 99 per cent of the lime in 
the body: the blood, brain and .other organs contain 
ess than 1 per cent of the body's total content of 
ime. The acknowledged authorities on human nu- 
trition estimate that about 15 grains of lime is 
needed by each individual each day: analysis of 
ho average dietaries of American urban dwellers 
show that each individual Is getting little more than 
:alf of that quantity of lime from his food daily. 


Perhaps the use of a very hard water for drink- 


ng helps to make tip the "lime deficiency in some 
cities. Hardness in the drinking water is certainly 
not objectionable, if the water is otherwise suitable 
'or drinking. 


JIHk is rich In lime. A quart of milk contains 


more 'lime than a quart of lime water. Certain vege- 
ables and fruits are good sources of lime—such as 
urnips, cabbage, carrots, beans, peanuts, almonds, 
•ranges, walnuts, prunes. Meat is very poor in lime, 
tgg yelk is as rick in Hme as milk and cheese is 
he richest of all lime containing foods. The re- 
flned or bolted flours are very poor in lime: even 
he whole cereals are not rich In this essential ele- 
ment, except oats or oatmeal. 


The bad habit of the American urban family, eat- 


ng too much meat-and refined or milled cereal 
products, and not enough milk and dairy products, 
s the reason for the- lime deficiency which Sher- 
man describes. This nutrition chemist advocates 
or such city families as cannot or will not use 
enough of these natural foods, the addition of 
ime to the salt In the salt cellars, equal parts of 
calcium carbonate and salt. Powdered eggshell is 
practically pure calcium carbonate. Prepared chalk 
s calcium carbonate.

thetical or presumptive state associated with various 
disease conditions; therefore no particular diet can 


laid down—the diet must be adapted to the in- 


dividual requirements. 
Foods containing acids or 


foods from which acid may be derived In metabolism 
iear no relation one way or the other, to auto- 
intoxication, so far as I know. The citric add of 
lemons, oranges, limes, tangerines and grapefruit Is 
oxidized into carbonates, thus rendering the blood 
and tissues more alkaline. Plums, prunes and cran- 
berries are exceptions for they contain benzole acid 
which tends to make the blood less alkaline. Foods 
which yield acid waste matter in metabolism ore 
eggs, meats, the whole grain cereals, peanuts, some 
times buttermilk or fermented milk. Foods which 
yield alkaline waste matter In metabolism are po- 
tatoes, oranges, apples, raisins, bananas, lettuce, to- 
matoes, and fresh "and green vegetables and fresh 
fruits in general. I mention these items not to sug- 
gest a diet for one who fancies there Is too much 
or too little odd In his system, but to Illustrate the, 
Inaccuracy of popular ideas of "odd" foods.

Center Swamp Still At 


Fuel Problem 


Converting peat Into marketable fuel 


and fertilizer Mill Is the foremost Ideal 
In the life of Charles A. V\*llltnarth. 
who spent about a year In that ac- 
tivity here. 
An article published In 


the Telegram, a newspaper at Adrian. 
Mich., tells of establishment of a peat 
converting plant at Tecumseh. Mich. 


Mr. AVillmarth was Interested in the 


Apploton Peat Products company, and 
built the plant which Is located at 
Center swamp, a large peat area north 
of the city on School Sectlon-rd. The 
machinery which he Invented was In- 
stalled there. He withdrew from the 
company and has been away from 
Appleton for about two years. 


The Michigan article describing his 


activities says: 


A process of converting peat Into 


a more practical fuel has been devel- 
oped by Charles A. Wilmarth of Te- 
cumseh. He is the inventor, of a 
machine which breaks down the struc- 
ture of the neat and changes Its char- 
acter so that It will not absorb mois- 
ture and so becomes unsuitable for 
burning as the natural peat often does. 
He also presses the fuel Into a form 
of cylinders or rolls convenient for 


use. The peat fuel resembles coal in 
Its heating properties. 


The machine which Mr. WUmarth 


has protected by patents. Is capable 
of turning out between two and three 
tons of fuel per hour. A company with 
a capital of $50.000 to place this ma- 
chine on the market Is projected but 
no stock has been Issued. 


In his experiments with peat Mr. 


Wilmarth also has dcvelop&jl a fer- 
tilizer containing 50 per cent peat with 
Thomas slag and marl. The value of 
this fertilizer In improving soils IP 
attested in bulletins of the Federal 
department of Agriculture. 


The byproducts from the manufac- 


ture of the peat fuel Include tar, tar 
water and charcoal. The tar water is 
valued for Us insect killing properties. 
Mr. Wllmarth recently received an 
Inquiry from the Federal Department 
of 
Agriculture 
asking 
whether 


this tar water would kill the cotton 
boll weevil which Is a plague of the 
southern states. Quantities of the tar 
water were sent to Washington where 
experiments showed that It would kill 
this pest.

SCHOOLS ENTHUSIASTIC 


OVER MILK SERVICE 


Mr. E. E. Quackenbush of the Pittsburgh District 


Dairy Council recently sent out a Questionnaire to various 
school principals thruout the City of Pittsburgh asking 
them for their opinion regarding the value of milk ser- 
vice in the schools. 


Fifty-two principals replied to the inquiry, forty- 


seven of the -fifty-two stated that milk,service promoted 
physical condition of the pupils. 
They were very em- 


phatic in their reports to this.effect. The children looked 
better and were better. 
Their physical condition was 


greatly improved as a result of milk service. 


.Thirty-seven of the number reported that the milk 


service not only improved the children physically, but it 
improved them mentally to a marked extent. 


Only two principals out of the entire fifty-two re- 


ported the milk service advantages as being negligible. 


Principles pointed out in their reports that the milk 


service, in addition to offering additional nourishment for 
the children, prevented morning fatiqu§ to quite an ex- 
tent. 


One reason for Mr. Quackenbush's sending out the 


questionnaire was to get a frank expression from the va- 
rious school principals regarding'the milk service so that 
he would know just how the schools were feeling toward 
the service of milk, ard after getting a frank espression 
from them he would then know how to improve'the ser- 
vice. '• 


There are numerous cases on record where one or 


two schools have reported openly a big advantage from 
the serving of milk, yet in no territory to our knowledge 
has such a frank and open expression been given regard- 
ing the great value resulting from milk in the schook. 


It is quite evident that one of the great achieve- 


" ments in the dairy industry has been the installing of the 
milk sen-ice. It is to be hoped that all the objectionable 
features can be eliminated and that milk service will in- 
crease rapidly until it has been placed in 100% of the 
schools thruout America.
